I wish  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  the  Borough  during  I960* 

Staff. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  I960. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  birth  rate  for  I960  was  12.93  per  thousand  population 
compared  with  11.59  in  1959* 

In  the  urban  area  of  the  County  this  rate  was  15«51»  in  the 
rural  areas  15 .93  and  in  Montgomeryshire  X5  *76 • 

There  were  two  illegitimate  births  being  6.7$  of  the  total 
births  compared  with  11.1$  in  1959»  In  the  urban  areas  of  the  County  this 
rate  was  3*9?°  and  in  the  rural  areas  4*8 $ and  in  the  whole  County  4»4$* 

There  were  no  still  births  in  the  Borough. 

In  1959  there  rare  two  still  births  which  gave  a percentage 
of  6.89  of  live  births.  The  still  birth  rate  in  the  urban  areas  in  I960  was 
2 .9$.  In  the  rural  areas  it  was  2.5$  and  in  Montgomeryshire  2.6$. 

INFANT  MORTALITY . 


There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  and  neither 
were  there  in  1939® 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  urban  areas  was  4 par  thousand 
live  births,  in  the  rural  areas  19  per  thousand,  and  in  Montgomeryshire  13 
per  thousand.  This  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  County. 

Deaths. 


There  were  28  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a rate  of  12.07 
per  thousand  population  in  I960  compared  with  17.17  in  1959* 

The  death  rate  in  the  urban  areas  was  11. 04,  in  the  rural 
areas  11.73  and  in  Montgomeryshire  it  was  11.47 • 

There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  filtration  and  chemical  treatment  plant  was  completed  in 

March  I960. 

Supplies  to  the  town  were  regular  and  no  rationing  was 
enforced  in  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  graded  satisfactory?  8O7  houses 
have  their  own  water  supply,  46  houses  rely  on  stand  pipes. 

SANITATION  ♦ 

The  consulting  engineers  carried  out  further  surveys 
regarding  the  sewerage  system  of  the  town  in  order  to  prepare  a comprehensive 
scheme  for  dealing  with  storm  water. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  la  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  the  town  and  the  tip 
at  Cwmbelan  is  regularly  poison-baited  for  rats. 

'PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Plans  for  new  conveniences  were  thwarted  due  to  objections  on 
each  proposed  site. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE . 

The  privately  owned  slaughterhouse  is  maintained  satisfactorily 
and  is  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  every  day,  and  all  the  meat 
killed  there  is  inspected. 

HOUSING. 

4 houses  were  completed  at  Dolgwenith  for  general  need  and  2 
for  slum  clearance. 

Work  has  commenced  on  6 maisonettes  over  4 old  people’s 
bungalows  and  plans  were  produced  for  a pair  of  old  people’s  bungalows  at 
Pengeulan.  3 cottages  were  demolished  at  Pengeulan. 

I would  again  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  vi/illiams  for  his  constant 
co-operation  and  also  to  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the 
interest  they  show  in  the  work  of  this  department.

Home  Hein  Service.

Hospitals. 

Llanidloes  Hospital  is  in  the  Mid  Wales  Hospital  Management 
Committee  area,  based  at  Aberystwyth.  The  hospital  takes  midwifery,  medical 
and  surgical  patients  and  attached  to  it  is  a wing  for  chronic  sick  patients 

Laboratory  Service. 

During  I960  again  the  services  of  Dr.  M.N.V. Sudds  and  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Aberystwyth  were  in  great  demand  and  as  usual 
she  was  a very  helpful  colleague. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  this  service,  and 
clinics  are  held  at  the  new  Clinic  near  the  Primary  School  on  the  second 
and  last  Wednesdays  of  each  month. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  CF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  BOROUGH  (contd.) 


Tuberculosis. 


This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The 
chest  physician,  Dr.  G.O. Thomas,  holds  clinics  at  the  local  hospital  on  the 
Saturday  before  the  last  Tuesday  in  each  month,  at  10. 30  a.m. 

Vaccination. 

Vaccination  against  small  pox  is  carried  out  by  the  local  general 
practitioners,  and  it  is  a procedure  which  is  very  much  encouraged  among 
the  mothers  of  young  babies. 

Protection  against  Diptheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  local  practitioners  and  by  the  clinic 
doctor.  The  usual  series  of  injections  consists  of  three  injections  for 
whooping  cough  at  4 and  5 months,  followed  by  two  for  diptheria  at  6 
and  7 months.  A booster  dose  against  diptheria  is  given  at  5 years. 

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis. 

During  I960  the  protection  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  an 
extended  age  group  - age  40.  Visits  were  made  to  the  various  industries  in  the 
town  and  on  the  whole,  the  response  was  very  good. 

Vaccination  in  all  age  groups  to  age  40  continue  at  regular 
intervals  at  the  clinic.

Housing. 


Four  three  bedroom  houses  were  constructed  to  complete  the 
development  of  Dolgwenith  housing  site  and  were  occupied  by  applicants 
in  the  "general  need"  category. 

Two  three  bedroom  houses  under  construction  last  year  were 
also  completed  and  occupied. 

Work  was  commenced  on  10  dwellings  in  Brook  Street, 
comprising  four  Old  Peeples'  flats  on  the  ground  floor  with  six  three 
bedroom  maisonettes  over. 

The  Council's  architect  prepared  plans  for  a pair  of  Old 
People's  bungalows  to  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  recently  demolished 
Pengeulan  Cottages. 

Markets  and  Slaughterhouses. 

The  Council  own  two  markets  and  one  private  slaughterhouse 
operates  in  the  Borough,  where  slaughtering  is  car  ied  out  for  Butchers' 
Shops  in  Newtown,  Rhayader  and  Cheltenham. 

Daily  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  s-laughterhoise  and 
n*  meat  leaves  the  slaughterhouse  without  being  inspected. 

I would  like  ti  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Newtown  and 
Llanidloes  R.D.C.  Health  Department  who  kindly  arrange  for  meat 
inspection  to  be  carried  out  during  annual  holiday  periods.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply* 


The  water  supply  improvement  scheme,  filter  house  and 
treatment  plant,  were  all  completed  in  April* 

The  annual  rainfall  was  61.06"  with  9»4"  and  10.1"  falling 
in  Novemeter  and  December  respectively. 

All  samples  of  treated  water  were  graded  excellent. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

All  sewers  were  regularly  inspected  and  cleared  of  silt  when 

necessary. 

Severe  flooding  of  the  River  Severn  occurred  in  December, 
causing  several  houses  to  become  flooded,  some  to  a depth  of  2 feet. 

The  sewers  became  surcharged  and  subsequent  several  loads 
of  silt  were  removed  by  dredging. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to  make  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  whole  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  Borough, 
and  to  report  on  any  necessary  alterations. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  has  been 

maintained. 

Tipping  of  refuse  has  been  carried  on  chiefly  at  Penpontpren 
and  occasionally  at  Cefn  Mawr  as  circumstances  permitted. 

Scavenging  of  Borough  Roads  has  been  regularly 

carried  out . 


Shops  and  Stalls. 


All  food  premises  have  been  frequently  and  regularly  visited 
the  number  of  visits  totalling  73* 

Da iries. 


The  B-ryndu  Dai  ry  has  been  regularly  visited  and  always 
f#und  to  be  clean  and  well  maintained. 

Two  milk  retailers  operate  within  the  Borough,  one  selling 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  and  the  other  Pasteurized  milk.
